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SPAIN. 


There is something ex- 
tremely singular in the 
political position of 
Spain. Nobody on this 
side the Pyrenees 
seems to know anything 
certain about it, and 
it would seem as 
though nobody cared to 
know. A member of 
the European family of 
nations, once foremost 
among them, still capa- 
ble of holding a very 
high, if not the highest, 
rank beside them, Spain 
has almost slipped out 
of sight. A _ splendid 
territory, abundant ma- 
terials of wealth, a na- 
turally energetic popu- 
lation, and a name of 
great historic celebrity, 
have not availed to keep 
Spain frém the deepest 
degradation which a 
civilised country can 
experience — that of 
being forgotten in the 
daily life of other na- 
tional communities, It 
is certainly one of the 
most curious, and, per- 
haps, if traced to its 
causes, would be ac- 
knowledged as one of 
the most instructive 
phenomena of modern 
times. It illustrates, 
with marvellous point 
and force, how impos- 
sible it is for any nation 
to hold its place after it 
has taken to feed its 
sense of greatness upon 
memory alone. Too 
proud of what she has 
been to be much con- 
cerned for what she is, 
and too satisfied with 
her own extravagant 
estimate of her own 
dignity to take notice 
of what the world 
thinks of it, Spain, with 
head erect and eyes 
gating upwards, has 
walked into miry ways, 
and heeds them not. 
Accordingly, she is 
pitied, and—left to her- 
self. 

But the one thing 
which Spain wants in 
order to progress is free 
and frequent intercourse 
with other nations. Half 
the elements of her 
strength remain unde- 
veloped for want of 
exercise. Her limited 
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sympathies are dying 
out from disuse. She 
has yielded herself a 
prey to morbid egotism ; 
and her ideas and aspi- 
rations, instead of ex- 
panding, dwindle. The 
world moyes on, but 
Spain stands still. She 
appears now to have 
become incapable ot 
standing at all without 
cramps and pains which 
a little movement might 
have dispersed. Ex- 
ternal relations she has 
virtually ceased to have. 
Internally she is racked 
by frequent convulsions 
Her Government, no 
matter in whose hands 
it may chance to be 
placed, can only be 
looked upon in the 
light of a disease, dis- 
organising, exhaustive 
of natural vigour, 
disabling, destructive. 
Sometimes it assumes 
one form, sometimes 
another; but all the 
forms are violent, and 
each succeeding one 
more violent than its 
predecessor. One is 
tempted to think that 
Spain must pass through 
the stage of anarchy 
before she will regain 
that of order, to say 
nothing of liberty; and 
towards anarchy she is 
making daily progress. 
When sudden and wide- 
spread calamity over- 
takes a nation it is all 
the more requisite that 
the fibres of conservative 
sentiment should be 
deep in the soil, and 
that the people should 
cling tenaciously to 
something that they 
value—the throne, the 
constitution, the law, 
the church, the arniy, 
the preservation of 
public credit, or what 
not. But it is difficult 
to discern any stable 
thing to which the 
population of the 
Iberian peninsula can 
cling to steady them. 
All the ordinary 
stays of a nation 
are there discredited. 
Everything is under- 
mined, rotten, totter- 
ing. No institution 
appears to retain life 
enough in it to resist 
the imroads of decay.

The subjects under consideration 
were the changes in the law relating to the military system proposed 
by the Military Committee of the Hungarian Diet, and the defini- 
tive settlement of the style and title of the Sovereign in documents 
relating to Hungary. 

The treaty of commerce between Austria and Switzerland was 
signed in Vienna on Wednesday. 

The Oficial Gazette publishes the text of the navigation treaty 
recently concluded between Austria and Great Britain, and the law 
for the organiration of chambers of commerce and industry. 

The Hungarian Diet will adjourn at the end of July for a month. 

RUSSIA. 

A concession has been granted to construct a railway between St. 
Petersburg and a port on the Baltic, as also a line connecting 
Rybinek with the Nicolai Railway. 

The Government has addressed a second despatch to the Powers 
in reference to the non-employment of explosive missiles in war. 
In this despatch the different Cabinets are urged to settle the 
question by the signature of a protocol on the subject by their 
representatives at St. Petersburg.

AUSTRALIA.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS, 


The following is the weekly return by the Registrar-Gencral of 
births and deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of 
the United Kingdom :— 

In London the births of 2143 children (1111 boys and 1032 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 
years 1858-67 the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
lation, is 2044, 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1505, It 
was the twenty-cighth week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1379. The deaths in the present return exceed by 126 the estimate 
amount. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 582, the corrected 
average number being 430. Nine deaths from smallpox, 31 from 
measles, 39 from‘scarlatina, 14 from diphtheria, 42 from whooping- 
cough, 59 from fever, 300 from diarrheea, and 19 from cholera, were 
registered. The deaths from diarrhoa differ little in number from 
thore in the preceding week. In the week which ended June 6 the 
deaths from diarrhoa were 27; in the four following weeks, 31, 66, 
171, and 286 persons died; and last week the deaths were 300. 

In the week 4354 births and 3168 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns in the United Kingdom. 
The annual rate of mortality was 26 per 1000 persons living.

Announcements of the retirement of veteran Parliamentarians still 
continue. One very notable case is to be found in General Peel, 
who has publicly and personally stated to his constituents at Hunt- 
ingdon that he will not again seek their suffrages. The fact is that 
in the lopping process of the new Reform Act this borough has lost 
one of its members, and the question being whether General Peel 
or Mr. Thomas Baring should offer himself for the one seat which is 
available, the General has ceded it. It is just possible that 
General Peel may have another constituency in his eye; but if he 
should finally withdraw from the House he will be missed, for 
his contiibutions to debate, though only occasional, are always 
marked in their character and studiously well received by 
the House; besides which he will forfeit his reversion to the 
post of ‘Father of the House,’”’ which he holds, as it were, 
in common with the Speaker and Mr. William Marshall, M.P. for 
East Cumberland, all three of them having sat since 1826. There 
is a slight unconfirmed rumour that Lord Hotham, M.P. for the 
East Riding of Yorkshire, is to secede; but, if one is to judge by 
the appearance of the noble Lord, and his assiduity in the discharge 
of the duties of Chairman of the Committee of Selection, there is 
no need for him to go. If he does, and Colonel Peer Williams, 
M.P. for Marlow, remains, the right to be “‘ Father of the House,”’ 
which is now, so to speak, divided between them, as they were 


both returned to Parliament in 1820, will be undisputedly in 
the gallant Colonel. Then, too, Major Cumming Bruce, a 
Parliamentary elder, who has been in the House since 1831, 


and has sat for the county of Elgin since 1840, will make his last 
how to the House. Personally, and by his peculiarity of manner, 
even when he is not speaking (which he rarely does), Mr. Robertson, 
M.P. for Berwickshire, is always remarkable in the House ; and if, 
us is stated, he retires, in a certain sense he will be missed. The 
tenure of Mr. George Carr Glynn's seat for Kendall dates only 
from 1847; but, though a quiet, he has always been a notable 
member; but now he secedes from Parliamentary life for- 
mally, he has practically done for some little time. For 
reasons best known to himself, Mr. Albert Grant, who can- 
not be inciuded im the list of veterans, for he was only a 
product of the last general election, takes his departure 
from Kidderminster; and Mr. Butler Johnstone's votes against the 
Irish Church having displeased his Conservative supporters at 
Canterbury, they have demanded a discontinuance of that course in 
future as a condition of his return. This he has indignantly 
refused, and signified his intention not to stand again. 

A good dealof the interest of the coming election will perhaps turn 
| on the contestsfor seats in boroughs which have been deprived of one 
member. In many instances, the representatives have been one and 
one as regards politics ; but now the constituencies will be crucially 
compelled to choose a man of a party proper. Forinstance, at Newport, 
Isle of Wight, Mr. C. Wykeham Martin, Liberal, and Mr. Kennard, 
| Conservative, who have contentedly sat cheek by jowl forthe borough, 
| will have a sharp contest for the single seat which remains. Then 
take Devizes, It is at present represented by two Conservatives, 
Sir Thomas Bateson and Mr. Darby Griffith; and, as only one seat 
is left to the borough, cither there must be an internecine struggle 
one of them must retire; and, as may be supposed, it has been 
| signified by Mr. Darby Griffith that he is not the man to give up 

quietly his chance of resuming the peculiar position he now occupies 
in the House in the new Parliament. Again, Harwich has been 
placed on the reduced list; and though one of the sitting members, 
Mr. Kelk, has made no sign of seeking re-election, Colonel Jervis, 
the other member, is threatened with a decided Liberal opposition. 
There more remarkable representation than that of Bridge- 
north; for it was time out of mind alternately in the hands of two 
local families, the Pritchards and the Whitmores. For some time, 
however, the representation has been divided, and the members have 
been one and one, Liberal and Conservative, Pritchard and 
Whitmore. Losing one of its seats, it might have been supposed 
that there would be a contest; but Mr. Pritchard, the now Liberal 
member, does not seem disposed to fight against the special claims 
on the constituency which Mr. Whitmore, as one of the whipping 
staff of the Government f# esse, would” possess. However, Mr. 
Whitmore is not to go unopposed, for Sir John Acton, who won the 
seat from Mr. Whitmore“in 1865, but was unseated on petition, 
will contest it with him again. For the future, Richmond will be 
a unipedal borough; and, as Sir Roundell Palmer means to 
stand again Mr. Wyvill, the other membe, retires. As Mr 
Lowe is the favourite candidate for the University of London, he 
cedes his pretensions to his present seat at Calne, which is to be 
essayed by Lord Edward Fitzmaurice, a brother of the Marquis of 
Lansdowne. Now they say that Calne belongs to the reigning 
Marquis, so that the result is tolerably obvious. The members for 
the seven wholly disfranchised boroughs are of course left out in the 
cold ; but Mr. Hayter, who has had Wells cut from under him, not 
discouraged, secks a county, and will contest the new division of 
East Somerset. Since the above was written, My 
almost indignantly denies that he leaves Perliament.

cilbee, a retired merchant, who died in London, in May, 1866. He 
was by birth an Irishman, and by his will (which was executed 
shortly before his death) he gave all bis property, amounting to 
£25,000, to his executors and other friends, to the exclusion of his 
relations, with whom he had long been upon bad terms. It was 
now agreed that gto = in the shape of an annuity of £100 for 
life should be made for Miss Kilbee, his sister; and that the pleas, 
including one of undue influence, which had been placed on the 
record, should be withdrawn. Formal proof of the execution of the 
will having been given, the Court pronounced for it, but made no 
order as to costs, 


The Court then proceeded with the cause of “ Flatou v. Joel,” 
which is an inguiry into the validity of the will of the late Mr. 
Flatou, the well-known picture-dealer. It was executed on Sept. 2, 
1867, and it is propounded by the plaintiff, the widow and executrix, 
to whom the Pal of the property, amounting to some £50,000, is 
given. Probate is resisted by the defendants, the next of kin, on 
the ground of undue execution, unsoundness of mind, and undue 
influence. The testator, who was a Prussian Jew, came early in 
life to England. In 1854 he was not worth a £5 note, and it was 
between that year and 1867 that he amassed tho wealth of which 
he died possessed e further hearing of the cause was re- 
sumed the next day. Some evidence was offered on behalf of the 
defendants in opposition to the will, but it was of so slight a 
character that Mr. Price, counsel for the defendant, admitted that 
it would be useless for him to go to the jury on it, A verdict was 
then returned for the plaintiff, and the Court pronounced for the 
will, but declined to make an order for the defendant!s costa, 
although the plaintiff was willing that they should be paid out of 
the estate.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

The will of Princess Bariatinsky, Catherine Elizabeth Louisa 
Maria Frances, was proved in her Majesty’s Court of Probate 
under £14,000 personalty in England. 

The will of the Right Hon. Lord Carington, Lord Lientenant 
of the county of Bucks, was proved on the 9th inst., in the Probate 
Court of London. The will is dated May 24, 1853, and, in the 
fewest words, leaves all the unsettled property which his Lordship 
had power to dispose of, and all his personalty, to his widow, and 
appoints her the sole executrix. The personalty is sworn under 
£70,000. The present Peer succeeds to the entailed estates, 

The Irish probate of the will of the Hon. and Rev. Arthur 
William Pomeroy passed the seal of the London Court on the 8th 
inst., under £14,000. He was the son of the fifth Viscount 
Haberton, and married Frances Knox, daughter of the late Bishop 
of Derry, and died at the age of seventy-three. 

The will of the Rev. John Honeywood Randolph, Prebendary of 
St. Paul’s, son of Dr. Randolph, Lord Bishop of London, 
proved in the principal registry, under £30,000. THe 
seventy-fifth year. 

Letters of administration of the personal estate and effects of Sir 
Eric Robert Townsend-Farquhar, Bart., who died intestate, at the 
age of fifty-nine, were granted in the London Court, under £30,000 
personalty. 

The will of Paul Bevan, Esq., of Tottenham, was proved in the 
London Court, on the 3rd inst., under £120,000 by the oaths of his 
sons, William and Samuel Bevan, and the affirmation of his son-in- 
law, Alfred Waterhouse, senior, and Alfred Waterhouse, junior, 
the testator’s grandson, the joint acting executors. The testator 
confirms his settlement on marriage, and, subject to his wife's life 
interest, bequeaths the estates therein described to his daughter, 
Mary Waterhouse. He leaves to his wife an immediate legacy of 
£1000, and all the furniture, books, pictures, medals, and coins, 
together with all wines and other consumable articles. There are 
legacies to his servants. He directs the residue of his property to be 
divided into three parts, leaving an equal share to his daughte: 
and sons, William and Samuel. 

The will of Matthew J. Glenton, Esq., was proved in the 
London Court, under £35,000. He has left the following charitable 
bequests to local institutions at Liverpool—namely, Female Orphan 
Asylum, Indigent Blind Asylum, Royal Infirmary, Bluecoat 
Hospital, and the Roman Catholic Orphanage, each a legacy of 
£50; Ladies’ Charity School, South Dispensary, East Dispensary, 
Northern Hospital, Southern Hospital, and the Eye and Ear 
Infirmary, each a legacy of £100. 

Mr. J. Reynolds, whose will was proved at Peterborough, has 
bequeathed to the Royal Albion Benevolent Society, Cambridge, 
£5000 ; and to Addenbrooke's Hospital, Cambridge, £500. 

The wills of the following distinguished persons have been 
recently proved—viz., Lord Forbes, under £14,000 personalty; Sir 
Henry Halford, Bart., formerly M.P. for South Leicestershire, and 
Deputy Lieutenant for the county, £10,000; General Sir George 
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Several of the Illustrations of the late campaign in Abyssinia, 
supplied by the pencil of our Special Artist, who accompanied the 
head-quarters of General Sir Robert Napier’s army, are engraved 
for this Number of our Journal. 

One is a view of the interior of the church of Kados Kirkos, at 
Dongola, which is excavated in the solid rock. Gibbon, in one 
chapter of the “‘ Decline and Fall,’’ speaking of the former great- 
ness of Abyssinia, when it could send its fleets and armies ever the 
Red Sea, alludes to this church. “ As late as the twelfth century,”’ 
he remarks, ‘‘ Christianity prevailed, and some rites aud ruins are still 
visible in the savage towns of Sennaar and Dongola.”’ If the 
information obtained by Mr. Munzinger and Mr. Rassam is correct 
this must be one of the oldest churches in Abyssinia. It seems to 
have been excavated, in the fourth century, by two Emperors, 
named Abraha, ‘‘He who has brought to light,’ and Atsbaha, 
**He who has brought the dawn.’’ They were twin brothers, and 
reigned together, at the time when Christianity was brought into 
the country. Abyssinia is said to have been converted by 
nine holy saints from Greece; and the plan of this church 
at Dongola is exactly that of a Greek or Byzantine church, being 
identical, except in one or two details, with that of the principal 
church in the Kremlin at Moscow. But it is probable enough that 
a previously-existing temple, modelled, perhaps, after that of 
Solomon, to whom all the Abyssinian traditions refer, was adapted 
to the peculiar form of Christian worship in that country, so 
curiously intermixed with Jewish customs and ideas. The main 
part of the church at Dongola is a square of about 36 ft., which is 
elongated by the apse, with the two apartments on each side 
of it. These are used as sacristies in the Greck churches; 
but the church at Dongola has been divided, in later times, 
into three churches, and these side apartments became sanc- 
tuaries. The nave and apse are dedicated to Kados Kirkos. The 
north aisle is dedicated to Miriam, and the south aisle to Gabriel. 
A description of the plan will suffice. In the nave a small 
dwarf wall, with a doorway, has been built to divide the nave into 
the Kudist and Holy of Holies, and the porch is appointed for the 
outer court. The Tabor being placed in the apse, it leaves an 
empty space, which is part of the Makdos, and which was scen 
in no other Abyssinian church, indicating clearly that it is an adap- 
tation. The manner in which the aisles are arranged is a still 
further confirmation of this. The Kunyahmah, or third court, is 
placed on each side of the central second court, and the second is 
placed alongside of the outer part of the central Holy of Holies; 
and the rooms on each side of the apse become the sanctuaries. 
The Beatalehem is a very small hole or cave, and it presents no 
feature to identify it with the original style of the church, so that 
it has, no doubt, been produced to suit the requirements of the 
Abyssinian service. It is difficult to explain why the central pillars 
should have been arranged in the irregular way in which they 
stand. Arches span between them, and the other pillars have 
only got lintels over them. Two large windows high up in the 
wall have been cut on the north and south side of the church. 
This has been to get more light than could possibly be got by the 
three doors. The doors have also been built up into mu 
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another illustration, is the attire of what may 
ps be expressed in our vulgar English 
by the words “a swell.’”’ From the 
shield hangs the mane of a lion; the cape is 
enriched with silver and gold ornaments, and in 
front is a gold cross with precious stones. The 
cape is red, covered with bosses and ornaments of 
silver and silver-gilt. One of the bosses was of a 
very curious design, with a tree of knowledge and 
two serpents; the other bosses had crosses upon 
them. e strangely-shaped scabbard was orna- 
mented with a very beautiful bit of filigree-work 
stuck on its extreme point. 
A dinner in the Abyssinian fashion was given 
by Mr. Rassam to the officers of the 4th (King’s 
Own) Regiment at Antalo. Thirty or forty guests 
sat upon carpets in a tent, while at the other end 
of the tent was a party of natives making a 
“broundo”’ feast of raw beef. The dinner was 
brought in by a procession, which reminded one 
of a pantomime at the London Theatres. There 
were large baskets covered with red cloth and 
filled with a kind of bread used by the richer 
classes, called “‘ teff,’’ which is of a brown colour, 
like chocolate, made in cakes about 2ft. in 
diameter and }in. in thickness. It is full of 
holes, and light, like sponge-cake, with an insipid 
taste, but of a slightly acid flavour. It is some- 
times eaten by the natives along with a curried 
pasty, like chutnee. Among the dishes which 
followed were some curried soups and stews; but 
the principal one, which seemed most peculiar 
to the country, was that of the ribs of beef, the 
meat of which, being all cut off the bone and 
gathered into a heap, had been roasted till it 
was black. It ought to be eaten hot from the 
fire, being at the same time hot with red pepper. 
Servants held out ribs of this kind, and some 
helped themselves by cutting slices off the end of 
the meat. These ribs were sent out to be re- 
warmed at the fire. Tedge, or a kind of mead 
yroduced from honey, isthe liquor of the country. 
his was drunk in tumblers or mugs; but the 
manner of the Abyssinians is to imbibe it from 
small bottles with long necks, some of which are 
introduced into the picture. The ribs of beef were 
certainly overdone, black to a cinder, and the 
only resource left open was the broundo, or raw 
beef, where one found the other extreme. There 
was rather a want of some intermediate kind of 
cookery. There were some hot dishes, of a deep 
reddish orange, from chilies, used as chutnee. 
After all the dishes had been tasted by the Euro- 
peans, the raw beef made its appearance; a 
servant held up a long slice of it, and four natives 
commenced by cutting off slices with large curved 
knives. Some of them held the meat and raised 
the cut pieces with their hands, after dipping it 
into the before-mentioned reddish orange paste ; 
but others seized a corner of the meat with their 
teeth, and while so holding it cut off the portion 
with a knife. One of these gentlemen was described 
by Mr. m as having heen a functionary in the 
Court of Theodore—a sort of Lord Chancellor— 
and his abilities in the way of making large slices 
of the raw flesh disappear excited the admiration of 
all present. He flourished his knife in such a style that they feared for 
his nose; but luckily that organ was short and snubby, so it escaped. 
It was a question what he would have done if a bit of the nose had 
chanced to come off. Would it have gone with the rest of the raw 
meat? One or two of the Europeans tasted the raw beef; but 
the fear of tapeworm had a most beneficial effect. The little 
Prince Dejatch Alamaeo attended, and ate some very small portions 
of the broundo, but he seemed to prefer the cooked article, which a 


servant cut in small pieces for him with one of the large knives. If | 


the cuisine was not exactly according to the taste of the European 
palate, the party was a very genial one, and all were delighted with 
the dinner as an illustration of Abyssinian manners. The officers 
of the 4th and the others invited were much obliged to Mr. 
Rassam for the treat he had given them. 


While the Snider rifle has been loudly praised for its influence in | 
the Abyssinian war, a far more important piece of ammunition has | 


been too much forgotten—the Maria Theresa dollar. t was more 
actively used in the expedition than the Snider, and did far more 
execution. It smoothed the way, and helped the march from Zulla 
to Magdala. The Snider bullet is a wonderful invention, and not 
to be depreciated; but it may miss its mark at times, while the 
dollar is a shot that never fails; everywhere it goes direct to the heart. 
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It is to the very judicious use of this ammunition that a great deal 
The fire was directed by 
| able hands, and every shot told; so that an ample expenditure of 


| 
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this ammunition has turned out to be the most economical plan 
in the end. The Maria Theresa dollar seems to have a repu- 
tation in many parts of the world, and this it owes to its 
freedom from alloy. In the reign of that Austrian Empress 
a number of Spanish galleons had been taken laden with 
silver from America, and the dollars made from that silver 
seem to have had a purity that has made them celebrated. Their 
reputation is so high in Abyssinia that no other coin is current. 
This was very awkward for Englishmen who wanted to purchase 
small articles of leas value than the dollar, for there was no larger 
coin and no smaller change. The only small change are the pieces 
of salt which are carried inland and are used as money. If you 
wanted to buy a fowl the only plan was to buy as many as you could 
get for your dollar. If one wanted eggs, there was no coin but the 
dollar ; so one had to get as many eggs or anything else to make up 
its value. Its real value is equal to about 4s. 3d. The Abyssinians 
know it under the name of real, but its usual name was coursie. 
They also used the word dir, or silver, which is with them the 


| equivalent word for money, like the French ‘“‘argent,’’ the Hindos- 


tanee “‘rupee,’’ and the Scotch “‘sillar."’ The Government had 
learned that this was the only coin that would pass in the country, 
and they sent large quantities of silver to Vienna to be struck off at 
the Austrian mint. In monetary transactions with the Abyssinians 
they were very careful about the inspection of these dollars before 
accepting them. They had particular marks which they looked out 
for, and if any of them were wanting the coin was instantly rejected. 

We give the portrait of Captain Charles Speedy, who has 
rendered very important service in the Abyssinian expedition. This 
gentleman, from 1854 to 1857, served in the 8lst Regiment; after 
which, till 1860, he was Adjutant of the 10th Punjaub Infantry. 
Having quitted the army he went to Abyssinia; but when he came 
to Adowa he found that King Theodore would not allow him to 
leave the country again. He saw the King at Debra Tabor, and 
was requested to enter his service. But Captain Speedy soon found 
that it would be improper for a European officer to perform such 
duties as were required of him, and he never —e did so. 
Theodore, however, would not allow him to depart; and he accom-

panied the King, but merely as a spectator, in his war against the 
Gallas. He received the name of “ Basha Fellaka,’’ the first word 
being the Turkish title of ‘‘ Pacha,’’ and the other word, “‘ Fellaka,”’ 
being the Amharic translation of his name “8 y;"’ though 
it also means “‘ glittering,’”’ and was applied in this sense to him, 
because he wore spectacles, which glittered in the sun. Captain 
Speedy was once threatened with imprisonment at Gaffat, but 
drew his sword and offered to resist. He was left free, and he then 
requested permission to leave the country. It was in vain that the 
King offered him the rank of Lika Makuas (Makuas, he who wears the 
Royal apparel), or Prime Minister. But this high title was not enough ; 
liberty eg een ee and he was allowed to depart ; but previously 
to leaving, Theodore presented him with a horse and silver trappings 
and a shield and spear. After this he was for a year Vice-Consul 





at Massowah, under Consul Cameron. From this 
Captain Speedy went to New Zealand, and served 
in the Auckland Militia in Waikato, where he 
was when he received a telegram from Sir Robert 
Napier to proceed to Aden, with which he imme- 
diately complied, and has been with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief during the whole of the expc- 
dition. His knowledge of the language and 
the habits and ideas of the people, and his per- 
sonal acquaintance of many of the chiefs, have 
been of the highest value in guiding the decisions 
and plans of those in command. The finding of 
supplies on the line of march, particularly near 
to Magdala, was often entirely due to his know- 
ledge of the country and the feelings of the 
people in regard to Theodore. On joining the 
army he, at the request of Sir Robert Napier, 
adopted the costume of an Abyssinian chief, as it 
was thought that his constant and important 
intercourse with the natives might perhaps be 
facilitated by thus preserving a link of external 
resemblance, and experience has justified the 
wisdom of the thought. It is in this costume 
that we give his portrait, and in it the Captain 
presents rather a striking figure, for he stands 
about 6ft. 6in. in his stockings. The hirsute 
portion of the dress which covers the breast 
and shoulders is a lion’s mane, with charms in 
silver cases attached to it. All Abyssinian chiefs 
wear a skin of some kind cut into pendants of a 
similar shape. When our Government approved 
of the proposal to take charge of Dejatch Alamaeo, 
Theodore’s son, for his education, Sir Robert 
Napier appointed Captain Speedy, on reaching 
Zulla, to have the boy under his care, and he 
has brought him safely to England. 
On page 60 is the portrait of another of the 
notabilities of the Abyssinian expedition—namely, 
Meer Akbar Ali, a subject of the Nizam of 
Hyderabad. Meer Akbar Ali, after travelling two 
years in Syria and Arabia, and visiting the holy 
places of the Mohammedan religion, conceived 
the idea of turning his special knowledge and 
experience to the benefit of the British Govern- 
ment in connection with the late expedition. His 
application for employment in some honorary 
capacity was gladly accepted by Sir R. Napier; 
and his services have proved invaluable at every 
stage of the expedition in establishing friendly 
relations between our army and the numerous 
Mussulman communities of Abyssinia. The 
special object with which he had been placed on 
the staff of the ex ition remained, however, to 
be carried out by him on the force approaching 
Magdala itself. The stronghold of the late King 
was situated, as is well known, in the territory of 
a Mohammedan people, called the Wollo Gallas, 
whom Theodore had made his mortal enemi>s, but 
who feared him to such a degree that it was 
thought probable they would flee before him like 
sheep whenever he entered their country. To 
provide, therefore, for such a contingency as 
the murder cf ovr countrymen by the tyrant, and 
his subsequent flight from Magdala, Meer Akbar 
Ali was dispatched from Dalanta to Masteeat, 
the Queen of the Wollo Gallas, with instructions 
to cause every outlet by which it was possible for anyone to escape 
from Magdala to be guarded by her subjects. So well did he 
succeed in influcncing the minds of both the Queen and her people 
that, during the whole of our operations, Magdala was closely in- 
vested by an army of about 8000 Gallas. All these acted under Meer 
Akbar Ali’s orders; and there is no doubt that if King Theodore had 
fled from the mountain he would immediately have fallen into their 
hands.

Lord Chancellor explained the circumstances under which the Acts 
creating the disabilities were passed, the object of which, it appeared, 
was to keep in check the power of the Crown. He admitted, how- 
ever, that the times had changed; but it should be borne in mind 
that the heads of departments affected by the measure had invari- 
ably manifested a decided repugnance to legislation in this direc- 
tion, and it was upon their opinion that the Government had acted 
in opposing the bill in the Commons, though that House had 
declined to be influenced by the reasons adduced. Under all these 
circumstances of the case he saw no ground for their Lordships 
refusing to accept the measure, especially as the Government had 
personally been in favour of enfranchisement, and the bill would 
enfranchise a body of deserving civil servants who were perfectly 
competent to exercise the privilege which it would confer upon 
them. After some observations from Lord Granville, the bill was 
read the second time. 

The Hudson's Bay Company Bill was read the second time, the 
Duke of Buckingham explaining that its object was to enable the 
Crown to surrender, upon terms to be agreed upon, the Hudson's 
Bay Company's territorial rights to the dominion of Canada. 

The Compulsory Church-rate Abolition Bill was read the third 
time after a protest from the Bishop of Gloucester. The Artisans’ and 
Labourers’ Dwellings Bill and the Registration Bill were also read 
the third time and passed.

THE NAVY ESTIMATES. 

On the House passing to the order for going into Committee of 
Supply on the Navy Estimates, Captain Mackinnon delivered some 
criticisms on the faults and defects of the class of iron-clad ships 
known as the Invincible and the Minotaur, which he condemned in 
unqualified te:ms. 

Mr. Seely followed with his annual dissertation on naval affairs, 
which he concluded with a motion, seconded by Mr. Samuda, in 
favour of a scientific inquiry to take into consideration the leading 
characteristics that should be adopted ‘in the future construction of 
the vessels of the Navy. The discussion was continued in the pre- 
sence of a listless audience of about thirty members, by Mr. Goldney, 
Mr. Graves, Mr. O’ Beirne, Mr. M‘Laren, Mr. Candlish, and Mr. 
Liddell, and was principally remarkable for the strongly-expressed 
opinion of Mr. Laird against the further construction of broadside 
ships, the hon. member declaring that it was a mere waste of 
money, and that the Admiralty were no longer justified in incurring 
an expenditure in that direction. 

Lord H. Lennox defended the policy and administration of his 
department from the animadversions of its critics and detractors. 
Then, adverting to the motion of Mr. Seely, he argued that if a 
commission of inquiry were granted its effect must be to seriously 
diminish the responsibility of the Admiralty, who would have 
simply to carry out the report of the commission. To the 
question why the ——. did not build more turret-ships 
than they did, his answer was that at present they had no 
Jan of ship that they could recommend; and, as the French 
md been adding so rapidly to their fleet of iron-clad 
broadsides as to have brought it up to an equality with our own, 
and in a few months were likely to have a superiority, the Admiralty 
had determined on asking the House to sanction a vote for con- 
structing two more iron broadsides this year. The French ships 
were exclusively broadside, and by adding two broadside ships to 
our fleet we should raise it to a level with that of France. So far 
as the turret system was concerned, the First Lord, who was 
strongly prepossessed in its favour, had written to him stating as his 
reason for building two broadsides in preference to two turrets at 
this moment that we had not yet a plan which was perfect in all its 
details for constructing more turret-sbips: he promised that the 
principle should have a fair trial. 

Mr. Seely, on pressing his motion to a division, was defeated by 
47 to 57. 

The House soon after went into Committee of Supply. 

On vote 10, Mr. Samuda moved to omit the sums dor building 
two iron-clad vessels of the Audacious class (four of which are 
already building, though as yet none have been tried), 
on in substitution for them two turret-ships of the or 

esigns submitted to the Admiralty by private firms, which 
were rejected on the recommendation of the Controller and Chief 
Constructor of the Navy in favour of their own official design. The 
motion was opposed by Lord H. Lennox; and, on a division, was 
negatived by 92 to 59. 

Votes were subsequently agreed to for victualling-yards and 
transport establishments at home and abroad, medical establish- 
ments, marine divisions, naval stores, new works, &c.; medicines, 
martial law and law cha miscellaneous services ; half pay, pen- 
sions and allowances, and conveyance of troops.

THE THEATRES. 
The principal dramatic event of the week is the Royal Dramatic 
College Féte, which commenced on Saturday, at the Crystal Palace, 
and continued throughout Monday. Respecting these fétes, there 
is a difference of opinion in the profession; some persons thinking 
that actors and actresses, except on the stage, should not exhibit 
their professional attractions, or display their wit, humour, and 
talents of mimicry for the amusement of spectators or auditors. 
These antics in the nave of a po yular edifice, devoted to a holiday 
occasion, seem to the sterner-minded an infringement on the dignity 
of individuals for whose reputations we entertain a profound respect. 
It is, perhaps, a graver subject of complaint that, notwithstanding 
the concession made by ladies and gentlemen of high character on 
the stage, and the aid given by them in the annual revels, the 
pecuniary result is unsatisfactory, and the profit to the charity 
inconsiderable. It is expected, therefore, that these fancy fairs 
will not be repeated after this year. 

There was considerable merit in Mr. Allerton’s Romeo, on Friday 
week, at the Princess’s, and still more in Miss Emily Cross’s Juliet, 
which, in some phases of the character, was charming. But both 
acted, as it were, in undertones, which, though productive occa- 
sionally of exquisite feelings in the auditor, suggested a want of 
power in the artistes to sustain a more expressive style of enuncia- 
tion. This week “‘ Hamlet’’ has been repeated, making the fifth of 
its representation by Mr. Allerton, who certainly impersonates the 
young Prince in a pleasing manner. 

At the St. James's, ‘‘ La Grande Duchesse’’ has been succeeded 
by ** La Belle Héléne.’’ The music of this piece is inferior to 
Offenbach’s former drama, and the theme and its treatment, though 
No attempt has been made to 
reduce the doings of the Spartan Queen to more decency, but the 
full license of extravaganza has been encouraged, and even carried 
to excess. The comic artistes are permitted impromptu remarks, 
which raise a laugh at the expense of good manners and offend the 
more sober of the audience, though vehemently applauded by the inju- 
dicious, who, by securing notice for the salient passages, really assist 
in their condemnation. Mdme. Schneider, unfortunately, revelled 
in improprieties ; but, in compensation, she attired the character 
magnificently, and was at least gorgeous in her wantonness. In 
addition to its other faults, the piece is too long, so that many of the 
audience left the theatre before the curtain fell.

A ROYAL TRIP TO THE ARCTIC CIRCLE 
Her Majesty's yacht Victoria: and Albert, Captain his Sersne 
Highness the Prince of Leiningen, recently returned to Portsmouth 
from a cruise beyond the arctic circle. This magnificent vessel is, 
we believe, the first of her size and costliness which has made the 
attempt to penetrate the dangerous fiords and intricate channels of 
the Norwegian coast. 

The ship left Portsmouth on June 1, and arrived at Bergen on 
the 4th. She remained there two or three days, while the paddle- 
steamer Vivid, which was detached for duty as tender to the yacht 
during the cruise, a the Prinee of Leiningen and other of 
the officers up the Hardanger fiord. On resuming her voyage the 
yacht proceeded to Frondhjem, calling en route at Grandsunde and 
During this part of the voyage the ship kept well in shore, 
steaming slowly up the fiords and among the innumerable islands 
that bound the Scandinavian coast, and she sometimes found her- 
self in rather critical positions. In some places the channels were 
so narrow, with rocks towering some hundreds of feet above on 
each side, that it seemed to be almost impossible for a ship to 


| pass; but the yacht answered to her helm admirably, and 
she was fortunate enough to have skilful on board.

Under these circumstances she made her way dooadk the intri- 
cacies of navigation without a casualty, and without appearing any 
the worse for her voyage. To a traveller unaccustomed to the 
northern latitudes, the physical phenomena were most marked and 
interesting. After leaving Frondhjem the voyagers had the advan- 
tage, if it is an advantage, of perpetual daylight; and the moun- 
tains between tlat point and Hammerfest were capped with snow. 
The thermometer on board the ship was down to freezing-point ; 
while the sun, an early riser in these regions, was well up above the 
horizon at midnight. The yacht steamed slowly northward te 
Hammerfest, generally anchoring for the night, and afterwards 
rounded the North Cape, which is over 70 deg. north of the Equator, 
and therefore 4 deg. within the Arctic circle. 

T he ship remained two days at this point to coal for the home- 
ward voyage, and then shaped her course southward, calling at 
Frondhjem and the Shetland islands on her way, and arriving at 
Portsmouth after an absence of twenty-eight days.

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THE HOME FOR LITTLE BOYS. 
Our readers have not forgotten the Home for 
Little Boys, first established at Tottenham four 
years ago, and since removed to Horton Kirby, 
near Farningham, in Kent, where the Prince and 
Princess of Wales assisted in laying the foundation- 
stone in July, 1866. In planning this home for 
the reception of 300 boys, the committee sought 
to avoid the evils of congregating children of this 
class in large numbers. ey therefore, instead 
of having one la: building, built separate cot- 
tages, at given distances, on their estate, and 
separated the boys into families of thirty, placing 
each family under the care of a trustworthy man 
and his wife, who, as it were, act as father and 
mother. Five of these cottages or homes have 
already been erected, and each one bears a dis- 
tinctive name, appropriate to the circumstances 
under which it was presented to the charity. They 
are designated : — ‘Alexandra House ’’—so 
named by permission of her Royal Highness the 
Princess of Wales, on the occasion just referred 
to. 2. ‘*Hanbury House,”’ the gift of the late 

resident, Mr. Robert Culling Hanbury, and his 
amily. 3. ‘“‘Quiet Resting Place,’’ the cost 
being contributed by the congregation of Hare- 
court Chapel, Canonbury, and so named by them. 
4. “The Children’s Cottage,”’ the result of a sub- 
scription amongst the children of England who 
have homes, and who desired to build a home for 
those who had none. 65. ‘“‘Lady Morrison's 
Home,”’ the gift of Lady Morrison, of The Her- 
mitage, Snaresbrook. These five accommodate 
160 boys, but there is room on the estate for five 
or ten more homes. Two other houses, the gifts 
of ladies, are about to be built. They will be 
called ‘‘ Kidbroke Lodge,’’ the gift of Miss Peck, 
of Blackheath, in memory of her mother; and the 
‘Little Wanderers’ Retreat,’’ the gift of a lady 
who does not wish her name to be mentioned. 
When these are completed sixty more boys will be 
admitted, making in all 210; but it is to be hoped 
that the committee will ere long, by the aid of the 
public, be enabled to build the remaining number 
of cottages, in order that they may receive ninety 
more boys, making the 300, the number for which 
they have planned their estate. 

A large number of ladies and gentlemen visited 
the Home, on Saturday, to celebrate its fourth 
anniversary, and to aid, by their purchases at the 
bazaar held on the estate, the infirmary fund in 
connection with the institution. The programme 
of the day contained a variety of very interesting 
features. Amongst others were the ‘‘ Boys at 
Work in the various Shops, the Farm, and the 
Houses;’’ the “‘ Unveiling of the Hanbury Memo- 
rial Fountain,’’ and the ‘“‘ Distribution of Medals 
and Prizes.’’ The apt and ready manner in which 
the little fellows went through their work was re- 
markable. In one room boys were engaged in 
making paper bags—fine for flour, coarse for gro- 
cery, oan brown paper for fruit. They received 
the paper from the “‘father”’ in charge of the 
room, next made the bags, and finished by 
printing the names upon them. When in

We nape many tender-hearted persons will be 
touched by the disaster depicted in the picture of 
which we give an illustration; and truly there is 
much humble pathos in the sorrow of these r 
folk at an accident to the instrument which 
affords them the only means of living—an accident 
which amounts to a dire catastrophe for them. 

But let it not be supposed that we would 
for a moment solicit sympathy for the race 
of itinerant musicians in general, or for our 
special favourite the London organ-grinder in par- 
ticular. Idle ruffians, and able-bodied vagabonds 
by choice, showing themselves alternately, as it 
suits them, insolent yet cowardly bullies, and 
sneaking, fawning humbugs—such, for the most 
part, they look, and we have never found them 
elie their looks. Granted they are slaves to 
the mercenary “‘padroni’’ who import and farm 
them; but are not the practices of these gentry 
illegal? or, if legal, does not the system warrant 
legislative interference and revision of the laws 
about aliens? In every “quiet street’’ in- 
fested by an organ- grinder, we have no 
doubt he inflicts literally a thousand-fold more 
torture on the afflicted and helpless, on the over- 
wrought nerves and brain of the studious, and on 
all persons of the smallest refinement, than he can 
afford of pleasure to the vulgarest cook or house- 
maid—if it be possible for him to give pleasure to 
any human soul. Surely, now t Italy is at 
length a nation, she should take means, throv.gh her 
Consuls, for reclaiming the nuisances so disgrace- 
fully put off on her neighbours, or, at least, stop- 
ping the supply of them; and will not “‘ United 
Germany’’ require every one of her sons for the 
defence of Fatherland? As for the people who 
for so questionable an enjoyment abet the annoy- 
ance and injury to their neighbours caused by 
Italian organ-men and German bands, they de- 
serve no better than to be themselves condemned 
to organ-grinding or the blowing of a cracked 
clarinet for life.

Here is space 
absolutely annihilated by means of a little love-prompted ingenuity 
and agility on the one side, and by watchfulness and ‘‘ making a 
long arm”’ on the other. But, stay! A dreadful suspicion flashes 
upon us. Js the difficulty in the way of that so-much-coveted kiss 
entirely vanquished? Can that dreadful four-inch gulf be scaled ?

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The arm of Dulcinea can stretch no lower; the Donor Mayo—what- 
ever he may be—can raise himself, apparently, not a hair’s-breadth 
more; the convenient though undignified accomplice (he of the 
rueful visage, below) can evidently hoist his neither lean nor light- 
weighted friend not a fraction higher.

Is this, after all, to prove only a prosaic illustration of the old 
proverb, ‘There's ery! a slip between the cup (of bliss) 
and lip” ? By “cup of bliss,’ be it noted, we, of course, mean 
the fair one’s hand—a metaphor quite sufficiently 45 in 
the language of love; besides, does not “ bliss’’ suggest “‘ kiss’’ as 
well as rhyme one with the other? Alas! we know we are writing 
of no poetical romance, but what seems to be hard, melancholy 
fact. Our r caballero will be defrauded of the treat he so richly 
deserves. Fie! ye lying poets amatory! Love takes a long time to 
reduce a man’s weight by even one stone, and he never yet raised a 
friend’s stature by one inch, however unfortunately and inoppor- 
tunely dwarfish that friend was ungallant enough to be. Fie: too, 
ye equally unveracious painters and sculptors! Love is certainly not 
always provided with wings; at all events, they are of no service to 
this poor fellow or to anybody but himself; so forthwith, when 
making your portraits of him, clip them or cut them off altogether.

The best bit of news we have had to record for a long time is that 
the Exhibitions of Old Masters, held at the gallery of the British 
Institution, Pall-mall, till the expiration of the lease last year, will 
not, after all, be discontinued. An arrangement for amalgamating, 
more or less, the British Institution with the Burlington Fine-Arts 
Club has, we understand, been arrived at; and, when the united 
societies can obtain a suitable gallery, the Exhibitions of Old 
Masters will again be 
held—with every prospect 
of increased interest and 
usefulness. 

We are glad to hear 
that the exhibition of 
paintings, drawings, 
sketches, and photographs 
by officers of the Royal 
Artillery, at the gallery, 
7, Haymarket, which we 
reviewed on its opening, 
is successful. An inter- 
esting supplement to the 
painted memorials of 80 
many lands has just been 
added. This is a col- 
lection of trophies from

The latter consists of a collection of the works of James

The collection comprises 
Barry’s portrait etched by himself, and a proof of another engraved 
by C. Picart; a caricature of Barry when studying at Rome—pen 
sketch by Nathaniel Dance, with curious satirical lines; nine draw- 
ings, including a sketch for the well-known etchings of Satan, and 
a iéiee for one of his scenes in Elysium, which are unlike the 
engravings in some of their details; the working drawing for his 
Holy Family after Raphael; the highly-finished head of Dr. 
Johnson engraved by Anker Smith. The following have neither 
been engraved nor etched :—Head of a River G larger than 
Life: A Sacrifice; A Roman addressing his countrymen from the 
Forum; Narcissus, intended as a companion to his Mercury in- 
venting the Lyre; two large studies for an emblematical composition 
representing the Marriage of George III. and Queen Charlotte, 
with curious alterations and notes in the painter’s handwriting, 
evidently intended as the subject of an important etching, which 
was, however, never executed; forty-five etchings, some in early 
and curious states (they are in some instances printed by Barry on 
both sides of the paper, for the sake of economy); eight prints 
after Barry by Valentine Green, J. R. Smith, Francis Legat, and 
L. Schiavonetti. 
An artist, and also a donor and benefactor, and “‘an amateur”’ 
worthy to be considered an artist are seldom united in the same 
srson. Such, however, is the case in respect of Mr. Thomas 
»idington, who both designed and presented the stained-glass 
windows of the apse of St. Mary’s, Ealing, lately completed. These 
windows are designed in thirty-five subjects, comprehensively illus-

LEICESTER. 

As the Royal Agricultural Society of England, in company with its 
attendant grace, the no less Royal Horticultural Society, has this 
ear pitched its tent upon the racecourse at Leicester, we propose 
fill this page with a few sketches illustrative of some of the pic- 
turesque features that still remain to remind the beholder of the 
real antiquity of a town which but for them — seem the growth 
of only a few years. The besom of utility and enterprise has long 
been we! here, and has almost made a clean sweep of the historic 
memorials of the past connection of Leicester, not only with some of 
the most momentous events and famous characters in the annals of 
England, but with scenes and actions that occurred in a far remote 
ee The tall yer y its factories, rising squarely and 
grimly among the light and fantastic spires of its numerous u- 
tiful churches, with other signs of the rapidly-increasing pay 
of the town, are full of the life of the nineteenth century, give 
no suggestion of the old-world thoughts and memories that hover 
about the place. It is only when, on threading our way through 
the by-lanes, we come upon some venerable pile such as that of St. 

Nicholas’s Church, that we become conscious that we are standin 

face to face with the Christian centuries before they had reach 

their ‘‘teens.’’ The Norman tower would long ago have fallen to 
the earth had not its old age been saved from the gentle extinction 
of decay by the admixture of the most prosaic red brickwork, which 
clothes with motley this most interesting relic of the Leicester of the 
past. Facing the western end of St. Nicholas is a still more ancient 
ruin, of Roman architecture, called the Jewry Wall, which bears a 
t resemblance to some portion of the remains of the Palais des 
ermes at Paris. Whether these massive arches formed the crypt 
of a temple of Janus, in which, according to popular tradition, King 
Lear was buried by his daughter Cordelia, or were part of the 
old Roman wall of the town, they are among the most ancient 
and interesting memorials of the man occupation of Britain, 
and look as if they could brave another thousand years, and puzzle 
the antiquaries of the future with the same stolid reticence as that 
with which they guard their secret now. The very name of 
Leicester shows that originally one of the Roman camps in Britain 
was stationed here. It is not, however, to be wondered at, con- 
sidering the number of § re’s celebrities who are more or 
less connected with Leicester, that an attempt has been made to

satisfy these Shakspearean proclivities by deriving the name of the 
place from King Lear, as though it were Lear’s Castra toned down 
in the course of years into the form of Leicester. That Royal 
victim of ingratitude would have to add to his wrongs in these days

the stony incredulity with which an inexorable philology would now 
regard his claim to the honour of being the godfather of the busy 
town on the banks of the Soar. There is little or no doubt that the 
town owes its name to the fact that it was the site of the Roman 
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encampment, or Castra, on the river Leire, as the Soar wasanciently | when, ‘‘broken with the storms of state, he came to lay his 


called. The elements of the word Leire are found in the river 
Liger, or Loire, in France, and in the ancient Italian stream of the 
Liris, which flowed through the pleasant meads of Campania, 
Rura quee Liris quieta 
Mordet aqua taciturnus amnis. 

That Leicester was a place of great importance during the time 
of the Roman occupation is proved not only by the ruins called the 
Jewry Wall, but by the numerous remains which have from time to 
time been discovered, and of which the museum contains many 
interesting examples. Not far from the Jewry Wall, and in a cellar 
underneath a grocer’s shop, is to be seen probably the finest speci- 
men of Roman tessellated pavement which has yet been discovered 
in Great Britain. It is of adamantine hardness, and has borne the 
rough usage of fifteen hundred years almost without a scratch or a 
flaw. The Romans evidently believed in their own eternity ; and, 
whether it were an amphitheatre, an aqueduct, a road, or LF wet 
ment that they constructed, they threw down a challenge 
to time to sweep their works away. Here in this busy 
manufacturing town, instinct with the life and progress of 
the present age, we can see a marvellous relic of these Cyclopean 
builders incrusting and buttressing the side of a modern faetory. 

In the time of the Heptarchy, Leicester occupied a position of 
great importance as the see of a Bishop, and subsequently as the 
domain of its Earls, of whom Leofric, the husband of Godiva, was 
one at the beginning of the eleventh century. It was obliged to 
follow the fortunes of its masters for the time being, so that it is 
not to be wondered at that it was battered, pillaged, and partly 
destroyed whenever its Earls had the misfortune or the boldness to 
offend the Norman Monarchs. This was the case in the reign of 
Henry II., when its castle was dismantled, its ancient walls were 
thrown down, and its inhabitants were compelled to flee for their 
lives. King John, however, did not follow his father’s example, 
but left it unmolested—which would seem to imply .that the Jews 
had diminished, either in numbers or in weal to such an extent 
as not to make it worth his while to, a loan by the 
summary process of financial i for which that monarch is so 
celebrated, It is certain:thiat e years later Simon de Montfort, 
as Earl of Leicester, gave the town a charter, in which he declares 
that “‘no Jew or Jewess in my time, or in the time of any of my 
heirs, to the end of the world, shall inhabit, or remain, or obtain a 
residence, in Leicester.’’ There are principles of civil and religious 
liberty which open up some interesting speculations as to the large- 
ness of the views which were held by the great medieval Reformer. 

It is said that one reason why King John did not visit Leicester 
was that a convenient lm hecy had declared that some great dis- 
aster would inevitably befall any king who should enter the town. 
His refraining from doing so may account for the singular 

rity which attended this favoured Monarch from the field of 
Rumguede to the orchard of Swinstead Abbey. That, however, 
which gives a prouder boast to Leicester than the visit or the 

absence of any monarch of olden times is that the walls of the now- 
demolished castle, of which little more than the picturesque gate- 
way of the Engraving now remains, was long the home of one of 
England's greatest worthies, Simon de Montfort, Earl of Leicester, 
to whom we stand indebted for the first representation of the 
Commons ina Parliament. Itis pleasant to see throughout the town 
of Leicester that the spirit of commerce is not too practical to look 
back with a reverent love upon the memory of that great Englishman, 
and to observe that in the memorial cross to the honour of the four 
great benefactors of Leicester his effigy is to occupy a pedestal. 
That he had his faults is no more than to say that he was a mortal, 
and that he loved and perhaps abused power is covered by the 
statute of limitations which Time so charitably allows to the 
offences of those who in the main have been the benefactors of their 
kind. William of Wyggeston, the founder of a hospital which bears 
his name, and is one of the most interesting features of Leicester, 
is another of the worthies of a bygone age, whom the present 
generation have deemed worthy of some special honour, and will 
—— a place in the memorial cross. A singular benefactor was 
Sir omas White, the third of the quartet, whose statues are to 
be placed at the corners of the monument, which, it may be said in 
passing, is a structure of great merit, and admirable alike in design 
and execution. During his life-time he devoted what was then a 
large sum to be invested for the benefit of five towns, of which 
Leicester is one, in such a way that every five years each town should 
receive the interest. This interest is lent out to young bur; of 
** good name and thrift,’’ to enable them to start in life. { he are 
compelled to find two sureties for the eventual payment of the 
loan, but the peculiarity is that the money is lent without interest. 
The sum at present out on loan from this fund in Leicester is no 
less than £23,000, and it is stated that many a now prosperous 
man dates the beginning of his success from the loans thus freely 
granted by Sir T. White’s fund. The fourth of these 
worthies is Alderman Newton, who died in 1762, and who seems to 
have been as eccentric as he was benevolent. He gave in his life- 
time a large property for the religious education of children, 
specially insisting that “‘no town, parish, hamlet, or place 
“~~ receive any benefit from his donation where the creed 
of St. A ius was not read, or where the boys were 
not permitted to intoné the responses.’’ In his deed of gift he 
states that he looks upon the Athanasian creed as the completest 
body of divinity ever composed since the time of the Apostles. He 
appears to have been an character, constantly on the alert 
to detect any deviation from the strict letter of the Rubric or the 
unauth omission of his favourite creed, but withal a man of a 
warm heart and of genuine benevolente. Leicester has selected 
these four men as those upon whom she specially prides herself, 
but in a town so fall of historical associations it is im to 
pass from street to street without being reminded of ) 
have occupied a larger space in 
hitherto mentioned. 

One of the most imposing buildings in Leicester is the Newark 
Gate, a massive structure, which has been and the strength 
of which recalls its princely founder, John of Gaunt, the father of a 
line of Kings, whose existence was the indirect cause of more blood- 
shed than was ever spilt in any other cause in England. It was in 
Leicester that the last victim of the desolating wars of the Roses 
was buried, after the body of the hapless and, in all probability, 
much maligned Richard III. was borne across the Bow Bridge 
from the fatal field of Bosworth. It was in the old Blue Boar 
inn at Leicester, which has at length been improved off the face of 
the earth, that, as tradition says, he slept his last disturbed slee 
before setting out for the battle which was to deprive him of his 
crown and his life. The inscription in modern characters is on a 
wall near the elegant little iron bridge that has taken the place of 
the ancient structure over which King Richard III. at the 
head of his army. The modern associations almost destroy the 
reality and the romance, and it is difficult tofeel that that rest] 
spirit ever stood wu the spot; as difficultas it would be to 
emotion if the invisible track of Columbus ‘across 
could with ee pointed out.

weary bones among them,’’ and craved “a little earth for 
charity.”’ It was within the peaceful precincts of Lei- 
cester Abbey that this once proud Prelate, at the end of 
his stormy career, “gave his honours to the world again, his 
blessed part to heaven, and slept in peace.’’ The picturesque view 
of which we give an Engraving, though it is on the Abbey grounds, 
does not belong to the original structure. It is part of the mansion 
of the Cavendish family, which was destroyed by the forces of 
Charles I. after the battle of Naseby; for Leicester witnessed the 
downfall of Charles, asshe had done that of Richard some 200 years 
before. Better the Crookback’s death upon the field of Bosworth, 
fighting with harness on his back for life and honour, than the 
dismal scaffold and threatening mob that awaited the Stuart at 
Whitehall. Though the Abbey has perished—never, in all human pro- 
bability, toriseagain—yet thespirit which reared these noble fabrics in 
days long gone by has not passed away, as the many beautiful churches 
for which Leicester is so conspicuous will attest. 

As we stand on the hill where the Agricultural Society is encamped, 
and look over the pleasant country, which here presents a genuine 
English landscape, the eye is arrested by the numerous churches 
which adorn the town, and tell by the decency and order of their 
appointments and the large sums which have been expended over 
them that much of the old spirit which reared these noble fanes is 
still alive. The light and elegant spire of St. Mary’s, and the more 
massive but not less beautiful spire of St. Martin’s, are conspicuous 
objects; while the noble tower of St. Margaret’s adds solidity and 
grandeur to the view. We give an Engraving of the South Porch 
of this latter; but, though admirably adapted for pictorial repre- 
sentation as an interesting ruin, it greatly needs the same 
spirit of restoration to be applied to it as that 
which the other churches and public buildings of Leicester 
have so largely profited. 

Did time allow, we might wander in the neighbourhood of this 
town, and gather leaves for our Sketch-Book from the many pic- 
turesque ruins with which it abounds; such as those of Bradgate, the 


scene of the early life of one whose untimely fate is perhaps the most | 


pathetic episode in English history—Lady Jane Grey. Or, if we

according to Cobbett, introduced poverty and r laws into that 
which had been ‘‘ merrie England.’ Here the old monastic system 
is carried out in its in ity, and the stranger and the des- 
titute may, as in the olden time, present themselves at the 
monastery gate for the daily dole. There is hardly a place in the 
immediate vicinity of Leicester which is not invested with some 
historic or antiquarian interest. From the admirable series of 
photographs which Messrs. Spencer, of the Market-place, have taken 
of every place of note in the town and neighbourhood, the visitors to 
the Agricultural and Horticultural Shows will be enabled to see 
how much there is to attract the attention and gratify the taste,

GOTHIC BROOCHES FROM ROUMANIA, IN THE 
SOUTH KENSINGTON MUSEUM. 


The Art-Department of the Committee of Council obtained last year 
from the Paris Universal Exhibition, either by gift, loan, or pur- 
chase, a number of objects which have since been exhibited at the 
South Kensington Museum. A few of these were engraved in our 
Number for April 18. We now give engravings of two more of the 
fibule or brooches, which were among those most curious of all the 
articles exhibited—the series of ornaments and vessels in solid gold, 
set with precious stones, found, with various others now destroyed, 
near Petrossa, in Roumania, in the year 1837, and hence called 
“The Treasure of Petrossa.’’ They were lent by the Roumanian 
Government. Both these brooches are in shape evidently intended 


to resemble storks, and, like the other objects found with them, | 


retain some of the garnets and other stones with which originally 
they were profusely set. That all the series are of great antiquity 
is unquestionable. The designs are rude and primitive in their art- 
forms, yet seem to reveal Byzantine influence; whilst there is con- 
siderable delicacy in the workmanship, especially in the chains and 
pendent additions of these brooches. They were probably made by 
the Goths, who in the fourth and fifth centuries occupied the 
northern bank of the Danube. The character of the ornaments and 
the t intrinsic value and elaborate enrichment of the whole set 
of objects indicate plainly that they belonged to some chief or per- 


sonage of rank and wealth. But of their exact date we cannot be | 


entirely certain; the place where they were found, however, and 
their great richness are highly suggestive. Dacia was successively 
conquered and overrun by the Romans, the Huns, Gepidw, Goths, 
Longobards and Avars, Scythians, or Slaves, and Magyars.

“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


It would be affectation to avoid writing about exceptional weather. 
The town and the country are both suffering, in different ways, 
from this long and terrible drought. The streets are dusty, 
and dirty, the foliage, where we have any, droops, and the ground 
is strewed with dried leaves as if we were in autumn. The 
temperature disinclines the industrious man to work, and the idle 
business of the idle man is utterly neglected. The thermometer— 
I believe very few people understand barometers, or are quite sure 
whether they ought to feel depressed or radiant when told of 
increased depression—keeps at its merciless elevation, and is much 
scowled at. We had great hopes on Saturday night, when, indeed, 
a large number of ladies and gentlemen had to bemoan the sudden 
rain which caught them lingering too long with the opera 
magicians, and the demon-cabman was more than ual 
to the occasion. But the storm passed, and the thunder t 
muttered in the distance was feebly echoed by mutters of envy 
against the more fortunate regions to which the rain was being 
carried. Then on Sunday night we were tantalised again. A more 
lurid light never made garden groups look strange, and we said that 
at last the grand demonstration had come. There was some heavy 
rain, but it was soon over, and again came the hot morning. While 
we write there seems no more chance of relief than there was a fort- 
night ago. June 4 was the last “wet day,’ and here is the 
third week in July. The mortality rate in the capital has largely 
increased, and is due to the consequences, to the poor, of bad fish

But it will not do to think of the horses, 
except to make things as easy for them as we can, and h no 
man’s cattle while this weather endures, This abstinence is about 
the only moral duty one can preach just now—except, by-the-way, 
short sermons, MM. the clergy. 





Mr. Hepworth Dixon replies to an invitation to stand for a 
metropolitan borough, and says, among other things, that he looks 
upon an M.P. as a mere delegate and servant, and that such a 
servant ought to be paid by those who send him to Parliament. On 
the first point I have the misfortune to disagree with my able and

But five thousand pence would be too much for any service which 
could be rendered by a great number of respectable men and others 
Is there to be a 
or are all to be paid alike? Or are those only 
paid who like to claim the money? A _ graduated 
scale, according to value, would be fair if we could get one settled ; 
but what political Admiral Rous could handicap political racers ? 
The third plan is open to no moral objection. There ought to be no 
shame in a man’s saying “‘I live by my law, or my pen, or my 
physic, and I can’t afford to give up my earnings for the sake of 
politics; if you want me, provide for my family.’’ But in this 
conventional country we all know what would be said, or sneered, 
about the paid member. And then, how long is the en ment to 
last? A man who should give up his profession for the sake of a 
seat ought to be quite sure that service is an inheritance, or he may 
find himself discarded by a fickle mob, and left without either 
income or inheritance. It may be said that my argument tends to 
the excluding all but men who have either inherited or acquired 
com mee. I know that it does, and I think that, on the whole, 
men who have already succeeded in the world are, for many 
the kind of men to whom, generally speaking, the interests of a 
nation should be confided. ‘‘ Success’? means a great many things 
much wanted in a legislator.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


LORD LISLE. 

The Right Hon, George Lysaght, fourth Baron Lisle, of Mount- 
north, in the 
county of Cork, 
in the Peerage 
of Ireland, who 
died at his resi- 
dence, Kenton, 
Dawlish, near 
Exeter, on the 
7th inst., was 
the younger son 
of John, _ se- 
cond Baron Lisle, 
by his wife, Ma- 
rianne, daughter 
of George Connor, 
Esq., of Bally- 
bricken, in the 
county of Cork. 
He was born on 
June 6, 1783. He 
was distinguished 
for his benevolence, and only on the Friday previous to his 
death personally superintended his own gift of a festive dinner 
to seventy poor persons of Dawlish, the fatigue of which, in his 
declining health, quite broke him down. He su his brother 
as fourth Baron Lisle on Nov. 26, 1834. He married, first, Oct. 11, 
1810, Elizabeth, eldest daughter of Samuel Knight, Esq., and by 
her (who died April 12, _— had issue a son, John Arthur, his suc- 
cessor, and a daughter, the Hon. Elizabeth. His Lordship married, 
secondly, Oct. 14, 1816, Elizabeth Anne, second daughter of the late 
John Davy Foulkes, Esq., and by her (who died Nov, 1, 1825) had issue 
six sons and a daughter, of whom survive two sons and the daughter, 
the Hon. Catherine Charlotte, who is married to the Rev. John 
Eyre Yonge. Lord Lisle married, thirdly, Aug. 16, 1836, Elizabeth, 
second daughter of the late John Church, nae and had by her (who 
died April 9, 1855) a son, George Octavius, who died an infant. His 
Lordship is succeeded by his eldest son, John Arthur, now fifth Baron 
Lisle, who was born Oct. 12, 1811, and married, March 6, 1837, 
Henrietta, fifth daughter of the late John Church, Esq., and had issue 
four sons and four daughters. This family springs immediately 
from John Lysaght, Esq., who, subsequently seated at Mountnorth, 
was in early life a Cornet in the Army under the command of 
Lord Inchiquin, and distinguished himself against the rebels in 1641. 
His eldest son was Nicholas Lysaght, who commanded a troop of 
horse in King William’s own regiment at the Battle of the Boyne, 
and whose son, John Lysaght, Esq., M.P. in 1727, was elevated to 
the Peerage of Ireland Sept. 18, 1758, as Baron Lisle of Mountnorth, 
and was grandfather of the nobleman just deceased, who thus was 
the grandson of one who had sat in Parliament in the reign of 
George I., more than 140 years ago.

THE CITY OF EDINBURGH. 


The Scottish capital, 400 miles, or twelve hours’ journey, due north 
of London, stands on the southern shore of the Frith of Forth, 
scarcely two miles from the sea, in a situation as pict ne as 
that of any ~ in the world. The Old Town was built, for defence, 
astride a mile-long ridge of rock, which slopes up from east to west 
to the lofty cliff, precipitous on three sides, where the Castle defied 
every foe till artillery was invented. It is 383 ft. above the 
sea-level and 200 ft, above the surrounding country. The hill occn- 
pied by the Old Town was further defended by two lakes, one at each 
side, the North Loch and the South Loch, both of which have been 
since the beginning of the last century.

The Grassmarket 
and the Cowgate, already mentioned, are sunk quite out of sight on 
the farther side of the Old Town. The streets and squares beyond 
are of comparatively modern construction, There and in the open 
und, south of Heriot’s Hospital and Lauriston, extending to the 
ughmoor and Bruntsfield Links, was the primeval waste of 
wood and water, the South Loch and the forest, to which we have 
alluded. 

Such was the condition of this place when Agricola led the Roman 
army to conquer the savage Picts; and such was it in the seventh 
century of the Christian era, when the Lothians, with their purely 
Saxon population, formed part of the English kingdom of 
Northumbria; whose King, Edwin, between 617 and 630, gave his 
residence the name of Edwin’s Burgh. In those times, and in the 
reign of the great Kings of all England, Athelstan and Edmund, the 
Scots, a Celtic nation, had no claim to any territory south of the 
Forth and the Clyde. But when this part of Northumbria wes 
overrun by the Malcolms, the Kenneths and Macbeths, succeeded 
by the Davide and Alexanders of early Scottish history, Edinburgh, 
though an English town, became the seat of their reign. In the 
fifteenth century the Kings of Scotland held their parliaments of 
feudal lords at Edinburgh, and James III, conferred important 
municipal privileges on the city. In 1513 a number of its in- 
habitants, under the Earl of Angus, joined the Scottish army, and 
shared its defeat at Flodden. e contest for power between the 
Earl of Angus and Cardinal Beatoun, in the minority of James V., 
occasioned a bloody fray, in 1515, in the streets of the city. 
But the greatest disaster Edinburgh had to suffer was in 
1542, when an English army, commanded by the Earl of Hertford, 
burnt the whole city to the ground, so that scarcely any buildings 
of a more ancient date are to be found. The tumults, revolts, civil 
wars, and a. in the times of the Regent Mary of Guise, 
and of Queen Mary Stuart, and in the first part of James's reign, 
before he succeeded to the English crown, are sufficiently notorious. 
So, too, are the effects upon Edinburgh of the overthrow of the 
Stuart dynasty, and the suppression of the Jacobite rebellions of 
1715 and 1745, which are abundantly illustrated by Sir Walter 
Scott’s historical romances. The Union of 1707, though un- 
doubtedly beneficial to the whole country, was unpopular, of course, 
in the Scottish capital; but the citizens of Edinburgh, for the most 
put, remained loyal to the House of Hanover when the Young 

retender sojourned amongst them ; while the Castle was not even 
attacked. The political and military history of Edinburgh is indeed 
less important than that of its social and domestic life. This is 
highly interesting, as displayed in Mr. Robert Chambers’s collection 
of “ Traditions;’’ in the introductory chapters of Sir Walter 
Scott’s ‘‘ Chronicles of the Canongate;’’ and in the works of Mr. 
J. H. Burton, and those of other local antiquaries, which the curious 
reader may consult. 

We shall find it most convenient to limit our historical retrospect 
to the beginning of the modern improvements of Edinburgh, about 
one hundred years ago, with reference especially to the View we 
have engraved. 

The Old Town consisted of that line of streets from the Castle- 
hill through the Lawnmarket, the Luckenbooths, the High-street, 
and the Canongate, which extends along the ridge of the central hill, 
with the Grassmarket and Cowgate below, extending parallel to the 
up line of streets just named; and with many narrow lanes, 
called ba ds’’ or “‘closes,"’ running down the steep sides of the 
hill, at right angles to the High-street, on each hand, The original 
civic territory was confined, properly, to the High-street and Lawn- 
market, with the Luckenbooths, which were a Middle Row of shops 
or stalls, in the centre of the street, and with the adjacent passages or 
alle The entrance was defended by two gates, the Netherbow and 
the West Bow—the f®rmer leading to the suburb of the Canongate, 
the latter forming the entrance into the upper town from the Grass- 
market, and the ordinary approach for travellers coming from the 
south or west. The Canongate, stretching half a mile down the 
hill to Hol House, had been the abode of wealthy canons 
when that Royal Palace was an abbey, but had become, since the 
Reformation, the town residence of the Scottish aristocracy. Since 
the Union, however, but more particularly since the Rebellion, 
which had ruined or impoverished many noble families, and had 
drawn off many others to the Court of London, the genteel inha- 
bitants of the Canongate were mostly a set of fine old ladies, the 
dowagers, the maiden aunts, or the unmarried sisters of that 
generation of lairds. Sir Walter Scott has described the mixture 
of a stately simplicity of character with a fantastic nicety 
of manners he found in these dainty old gentlewomen. Edinburgh 
contained little else worth notice in the middle of the last century, 
except the Parliament House, with its Lords of Session, Advocates’ 
and Writers to the Signet; and the University, or College, esta- 
blished by our King James I. (James VI. of Scotland), which had 
already become a famous school of medicine. 

It was almost aeteeny after the final defeat of the Jacobite 
cause, in 1745, that Edinburgh began to rise from this insignificant 


condition. The bold scheme of constructing a bridge across the 
North Loch and building a New Town upon the opposite hill had, 


indeed, been thought of so long before as the reign of Charles II., 
when the Duke of York, afterwards James I1., resided in this 
city. It was revived in 1752, chiefly by the public-spirited efforts 
of Sir Gilbert Elliot of Minto, and of Mr. George Drummond, who 
became Lord Provost in 1763. The Town Council and the Com- 
mittee of Royal Burghs, another local authority, soon obtained 
from Parliament the n legal powers, and presently the 
work was commenced. The North Loch was drained, with the 
intention of making a canal there, bordered with rows of trees; and 
the North Bridge, to this valley, was finished in 1771. The 
first part of the New Town, as far northward as Queen-stre 
which is at the brow of the hill, was mostly built towards the e 
of the eighteenth century. 

This quarter is shown in the foreground of our View, which is 
bounded, to the left hand, by Leith-walk, and to the right by 


Moray-place and Charlotte-square. It is laid out with t regu- 
larity in several wide streets crossing each other at right es ; 
and its chief feature is St. Andrew’s-square, which appears in the 
centre of the View, marked by the statue of Lord Melville ona 


tall pillar, and by the imposing edifices of three princi banks. 
St David-street. running along the west side of this eae was 
inhabited by David Hume, who is said to have given it his own 
name for a joke, with the honorary prefix of canonised saintship. 
Robert Burns, when staying in Edin’ wh, lived with a friend in 
St. James’s-square, which is seen a little way to the left of St. 
Andrew’ s. e town house of Sir Walter Scott was in Castle- 
street, one of the streets opening to the right hand in ourView, im- 
mediately opposite the Castle Rock. Parallel with Queen-street, in 
the direction from east to west, are George-street and Prince’s- 
street, two of the finest streets in the world. The former, grandly 
wide and full of — shops, is adorned, at the intersections of 
Frederick-street and Hanover-street, by the statues of William Pitt 
and IV. It contains also the Assembly-rooms, the College 
of Physi and St. Andrew's Church ; and it is terminated, at 
one end, by St. George’s Church in Charlotte-square ; at the other 
by the Melville Monument, and, behind 25 the Royal Bank, with

Tory loyalty, when the Nati Monument on the Calton, de- 
signed to imitate the classical Parthenon of Athens, in honour of 
the Scotchmen killed at Waterloo, was begun ; never to be finished. 
It is still a fragment, consisting of a dozen superb Doric columns. 


The Nelson monument, a cylindrical structure of doubtful taste - 
the building of the Observatory; and the monument of 
Professor Dugald Stewart, a small pillared dome, copied 


from the temple of Lysicrates, are likewise shown upon the Calton, 
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
